Further Postponement of Proceed- 
_ ings Before the Railway Board 
The enquiry into western t 


freight rates at Ottawa has been fur- 
ther postponed, upon the app cation 
of the counsel for an and 
Alberta, who require more time to 
digest the mass of figures presented 
by the railway companies. : 

The exhibits laid before the Railway 
Board consist of several volumes of 
figures, so that the best a newspaper 
is capable of is to set forth as impart- 
ially as it can the facts which they 
appear to establish beyond reasonable 
doubt. 

The Winnipeg Board of Trade and 
other boards were evidently in error 
in saying that rates out of: Winnipeg 
had net been reduced since 1886, when 
Sir William Van Horne pledged him- 
self that they would diminish as the 
volume of traffic increased. 

A book of 75 pages is devoted to 
show!tng the numerous reductions that 
have been made eince then. As re- 
gards wheat, for instance, the Can- 
adian Pacific rate from Winnipeg to 
Lake Superior las been reduced from 
28 cents per 100 pounds\to 10 cents, 
that is, from 17 to 6 cents per 
bushel. 

It is not the case that rates In the 
Canadian West are so much highor 
than in the adjacent States as to con- 
stitute a serious handicap on the Can- 
adian settler. 

The exhibits go to prove that our 
Western rates are omthe whole lower 
than those in Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming, ‘although popula- 
tion ds greater and traffic more dense 
over. there than with us. 

It was a mietake to’ assert that rates 
on the Soo line, a road in the United 
Canadian 
Pacific, were considerably lower than 
the Canadian Pacific rates in the Can- 
adian West. 

The experts say it might well be 
that an American road owned by the 
Canadian Pacific served a territory 
so much older and more thickly popu- 
lated than ours as to warrant the 
company in granting lower rates than 
those we enjoy without incurring any 
moral blame; precisely as the owners 
of a Winn!peg journal might, for muci 
the same reason, produce a_ better 
newspaper at Chicago or New York 
without charging more for it to the 
man on the street. At any rate, so 
far as the rates on the Soo road are 
concerned, they are not lower but 
higher than the rates in the Canadian 
West. 

It was commonly asserted and b2- 
lieved that rates on tactory goods com- 
ing to the West from Bastern Canada 
were higher than the rates On simi- 
lar goods from the Eastern States t6 
the North- Western States above 
named, which are our immediate com- 
petitors, Very often the Winnipeg 
agents of Eastern manufacturers de- 
clared this to be so when stumped to 
account for the greater cheapness of 
factory goods on the American than 
on the Canadian side of the line. 

But, according to the exhibits, It 
is without foundation, The Canad: 


ian rates are lower than the Amert- 
can, notwithstanding that the Canad- 


ian goods are, as a rule, hauled a 
greater distance and have to be car- 
ried, if carricd all-rail, across the huge 
desert lying between North Bay and 
Winnipeg, where there is no local 
freight. 

On the other hand, it is true that 
rates in the West are higher than the 
average run of rates in the Province 
of Ontario. The Canadian roads 
plead that Ontario has a much greater 
and more compact population than 
the West has, besides which, rates 
in Ontario have to be reduced to the 
lowest point for half the year to meet 
water competition. 

If we retort by asking: Since you 
ean afford to carry freight there at 
abnormally low rates to meet water 
competition, why cannot you afford to 
carry it for like rates all over your 
system? They reply that it would 
be impossible. 

Ontario summer rates, they say, 
yleld so little above the actual cost 
of the haul, that if they were applied 
all over the road would have to go in- 
to bankruptcy. Yet the trifle these 
rates do turn into.the treasury enables 
the company, to that extent, to keep 
down rates elsewhere, Similarly, 
the wheat rate from Winnipeg to Lake 
Superior, perhaps the lowest in the 
world, could not be made the general 
rate for all communities without ruin- 
ous consequences, 

These are the chief points brought 
out by the exhibits which the railways 
have put In,

“The projected giant sun-ooncentra- 
tor which mp make the Soudan the 
power-house of the world was long ago 
anticipated byMiature in the schizos- 
tigme. This apparently te-rible crea- 
ture is nothing more formidable than 
‘ype of moss. Nature hws endowed 
t with lenses in the form of globu- 
Jar granules which concentrate and 
condense ne ma and so feed the plant 
in the shade. Too much light, how- 
ever, turns leaves yellow, and plants 
ean be made to turn their coats by 
the action jof light upon them. 

“Plants, in fact, are just as sensi- 
tive as we/are. Insectivorous plants 
ean undouljtedly taste what {is given 
them and refuse it as certainly as the 
ourmet would an inferior dish at the

Nike nitrogenous substances; sugar, 
sterol, oil, and such fattening car- 
i they have no use for. 

“The craving of plants and trees for 
water has sometimes led them to ter- 
rible extremes. A poplar has been 
known to burrow beneath a wall, un- 
der a road, and down a well—al!l in 
search of water, and a pertinacious 
turnip which got the tip of its root 

into the orack of a field drain went on 
and on until it was six feet long in 
the drain. 8o sensitive is the tip of 
the root on the water question that 
Darwin declared it must have a brain 
in it. .
